The attendance at the Park yesterday was 
very large, and at the Pavilion day and 
evening was good. The recipts yesterday 
were $3,264,or $1,009 more than on the cor­ 
responding dav last year. The ti nal stock 
parade will take place at 10 a. m. to-day, 
and to-night the last of the State Fair of 
1887 will be signalled by the closing bell at 
the Pavilion, at 11 o’clock. 
The racing at the Park to-day will con­ 
clude the Park exhibition. In the pro­ 
gramme for to-day is a trot free for all" for 
a purse of $1,500. 
It is believed that it will be the most 
important and best contested race of the 
season.

T E H A M A COUNTY V X n i l i i r . 
A Section of Itare Iteauty and Great 
Fertility. 
The Tehama county exhibit is full of 
suggestion. We shall not enlarge upon it 
greatly, for but very recently the R eco rd- 
I ’k io k has exhaustively set forth the facts 
concerning this county and its marvelous 
production. Visitors at the lair should 
especially take note in the Tehaina booth 
of the grains shown, the nuts, the corn and 
apples. We would not place grapes second, 
since Tehama has the largest vineyard 
in 
the 
world. 
Yet 
the 
apples 
shown by the Tehamaites certainly 
win admiration beyond compare. The 
grapes from Governor Stanford's vineyard 
will be noticed as especially line. Pear- 
growth shown is second only to that of the 
apple. 
Tehama county is essentially a Northern 
California county. It is- at the head of the 
great Sacramento valley ; is some eighty- 
two miles in length, arid has a width of 
about forty milea. Its area is over 3,200 
square miles, and its acreages exceed 
2,000,000. With the foothills of the Coast 
Range on one hand and of the Sierra on 
the other, drained by the Sacramento river, 
and with plains, rolling lands, sandy loam, 
alluvial deposit oak openings, the valley in 
Tehama is unsurpassed for beauty,» variety 
of soil, equability of climate and general 
fertility. The range of production is as 
wide as semi-tropic and temperate zone 
growth. 
Its water supply is unsurpassed by any sec­ 
tion ; its drainage to the Sacramento river 
by lateral streams is unequaled. In gen­ 
era! healthfulness the section stands second 
to none. The air is dry and hence heat is 
never prostrating because such radiation 
goes on as is impossible in a humid atmos­ 
phere. It has indeed a winterless climate, 
and its rainfall never fails, so that the cer­ 
tainty of precipitation is an insurance to 
the iarmer and irrigation is not a necessity. 
The average annual rainfall is about 30 
inches, a considerably larger average than 
obtains further south in the valley. Crop 
failures, 
consequently, 
aré 
un­ 
known in Tehama. The river affords 
Tehama a navigable free 
highway, 
but 
in 
addition 
she 
has 
two 
leading lines of railway directly relating 
her production to Eastern and Southern 
markets of the continent without change of 
cars, while the northern direction of the 
California and Oregon Railroad brings her 
into direct communication with Montana, 
Dakota, Idaho, Washington and Wyoming. 
The seat of government of Tehama is a 
city of great rapidity of growth, extensive 
business and most promising future. In­ 
deed, than Red P.iull'no northern town has 
better assurance of rapid, substantial devel­ 
opment. Manufacturing is largely carried 
on. The timber supply of the county is 
very large and superior. 
Stock- raising is 
largely engaged in. and as a wool-grower 
Tehama has no successful rival upon the 
coast. 
The leading products of Tehama ex­ 
hibited are tomatoes, sweet potatoes, vari­ 
eties of irish potatoes, pumpkins and 
squashes in variety, watermelons, musk- 
melons in variety,' turnips, cucumbers, 
onions, peppers, peas, beans, cotton. 
Chestnuts, almonds, English walnuts and 
black walnuts, Indian, sweet and pop corn 
varieties, Egyptian corn, several varieties 
of wheat and barley, alfalfa, red-top 
clover, a great number of varieties of 
granes, table and wine; raisins (sun and 
steam-dried), bamboo, evergreen, millet, 
pampas grass. Varieties of pears, peaches, 
and apples (no tiner in the fair): prunes 
and plums iu variety; quinces, pome­ 
granates, oranges, lemons, Japanese per­ 
simmons. To these examples of Tehama 
growth we invite attention, convinced that 
it will repay the conscientious inquirer, 
and even arouse the interest of the mere 
curiosity huuter. It is to be noted that our 
judgment as to Tehama apples has been 
fortified by the jury of a ware), which hits 
given W. O. Jennings, of Tehama countv, 
the first premium, $25, for the best apples 
in the fair. 


W INTERS' F R U IT BELT. 
A Forward, ltlcli. Healthful and Almost 
Magical Producing Section. 
Winters is upon the border land of two 
counties. Yolo and Solano. It lies in the 
center oí a fruit belt second to no other, 
and claimed to be the best for early fruits 
and vegetables, and the shipments certainly 
verify the claim. The climate is warm, 
dry and very healthful and enjoyable. 
The soil is a sandy loam, very deep. No 
irrigation is needed. Everything is raised 
by thorough cultivation. The Winters belt 
so-called, is fully twenty miles in width. 
Winters is a growing town 77 miles from 
San Francisco, on the \%ca Valley and 
Clear Lake Railroad, and has now 700 pop­ 
ulation. It is purely an agricultural town 
and an agricultural market. The lands 
about it 200 by 30 miles tributary to it. are 
the finest fruit and grain lauds in the State, 
and, it is claimed with reason, in the 
world. It is related by rail admirably to 
Sacramento and San Francisco, and the 
Winters people claim will soon be on the 
main Oregon line by the proposed straight­ 
ening of the Oregon road. 
Winters 
has an exhibit in the Pavilion indepen­ 
dent of all tha counties. It is a pyra­ 
mid near the entrance to Horticult­ 
ural Hall. 
It represents both Yolo 
and Solano counties, but pre-eminently the 
AVinters fruit belt. I lelo w we append a 
list of the exhibits. Before giving them, 
however, let us invite attention to the dried 
fruit exhibits. The Winters belt being 
early, first in the market for fruit, the ex­ 
hibit cannot now show a great quantity or 
variety of green fruit; it is mostly gone. 
Bui the dried fruits shown are unsurpassed 
.n plumpness, color, juiciness, flavor and 
preservation of saccharine qualities we 
hatre ever seen or usted. Ali these fruits 
sun-dried, aft»r being heated in the 
Aulphur box. Next we invite attention to 
tlie preserved fruits shown. Finer exarn- 
arapUs we have never seen, and this we 
say without reservation. Raisins A 1 are 
6hown. 
Eight thousan 1 boxes were 
put up 
last year. 
French 
prunes 
of a 
remarkably fine 
quality are 
shown. They would challenge the ad­ 
miration of even such an enthusiast and 
criticas Senator Routier, the great French 
prane-grower. Figs are shown of the best 
quality and greatest variety. Dates are 
Kiowa as grown in the Winters belt, the 
only dates grown iu {he State as yet. Wal­ 
nuts, almonds, and all market nuts are 
grown in variety, and SG.uples are shown. 
The grepy ,'jritits next, jjruJ pears take the 


lead, and the Bartlett pear leads the leader. 
It is grown most extensively in the Winters 
belt. Next in order is the Heath cling 
peach late, bill all kinds of the peach family 
are grapes. The grapes grown are all table 
and raisin grown. The Tokay and Mus 
cat are the chief shipping grapes. July 15th 
Winters had grapes in the San Francisco 
market this year. No other locality can 
make such a showing. In May and June 
it has patches and apricots in market. 
Peas, striDg beans, tomatoes, green corn, 
okra, egg-plant, cucumbers, melons, etc., 
all grown without irrigation, came to mar­ 
ket first in all the State from Winters, 
beating all other sections by a long time. 
For apples the V> inters belt is a little too 
warm. Still good apples are gTown, but 
the people frankiy say that colder sections 
could beat them for apples. Oranges and 
lemons of fine quality are grown in the 
Winters belt, as is shown by the exhibit. 
We might greatly enlarge upon the claims 
and proofs of Winters’ superiority, but.we 
have said enough to invite inquiry, and in­ 
quirers will find Superintendent Craig 
ready and solicitous to answer ail ques­ 
tions and impart all needed information.

UNIVERSITY EXHIBIT. 
A Most Interesting Display from the State 
College of Agriculture. 
The exhibit of the College of Agricult­ 
ure of the State University occupies a 
prominent position on the main floor, near 
the northwest conservatory. It fills a wall- 
space of about 800 square feet, upon which 
the cereal ^collection is arranged in orna­ 
mental designs, the various shapes oi llje 
grain heads producing a strikingly beauti­ 
ful effect upon the pale-blue background. 
First on the right are the words “ State 
University,” the words running obliquely, 
and each letter made of a different grain, 
to which a label giving the specific name 
is attached. Next comes the collection of 
barleys, the heads forming the outline of a 
diamond, or lozenge, and the straw extend­ 
ing lo the center. -There are upwards of 30 
kinds of barley shown. Below the barleys, 
and supporting them, is the collection of 
spells, about a dozen varieties, and next 
the ryes, the collection including fifteen 
varieties. Next toward the right, and oc­ 
cupying the central panel, is the university 
monogram, “ U.C.”, made of tall wheats, 
bead and straw, the letters being nearly 
five feet in bight. The whole left half of 
the design is filled with wheat heads, ar­ 
ranged in different figures, fans and the 
like, which show the heads to good ad­ 
vantage. There are over a hundred varie­ 
ties in the collection, and thtjlabels, which 
give not only the name but the origin, 
show that seed has been obtained front 
all wheat-growing countries of the 
world. Arranged in various ways around 
the outside of the design described, is the 
collection of oats—about thirty-six varie­ 
ties being shown. Below the wail designs 
is a long narrow shelf upon w'.i-.-h are bot­ 
tles of the th a bed grain, of the same 
kinds as shown in the heads. There are 
upwards of one hundred and tifiv bottles, 
each properly labeled. This collection of 
cereals, in variety, attracts much attention, 
both from the striking manner of arrange­ 
ment and for the opportunity which it af­ 
fords of studying the different characteris­ 
tics of heads, straw and kernel. One fea­ 
ture of the display, which may be specially 
noted, is the showing of wheats tv Inch re­ 
sist the attacks ot ’the Hessian fiy. The 
University, by its experimenting, has 
found several varieties which bear a good 
crop in spite of the insect. 
Above, and on either side of the panel 
holding the cereal collection, is an arrange- 
luent of bamboo canes grown on the Uni­ 
versity. Most abundan: is the graceful 
Rsngal bamboo. It does not grow large 
canes, but sufficiently so as to serve many 
user, and its foliage is feathery and dense. 
A clump of this bamboo is as* beautiful a 
tiling as can be grown on a large lawn. 
Other species were also shown, as the 
“ Giant Bamboo,” which grows to a diam­ 
eter of six inches and higbt of forty to 
sixty feet, when the roots attain sufficient 
age. Still another species, the Arundinaria 
falmta, was shown; this is of medium size 
making canes suitable for pickets for 
chicken-iences and the» like. The bamboos 
are becoming quite widely distributed in 
this State, and promise to*serve an excel­ 
lent purpose in farm economy. 
Another branch of the University ex­ 
hibit this year is a showing of economic 
plants in pots. Hitherto branches have 
been brought up from the garden in 
Berkeley, but thev soon fade and become 
unsightly. Bringing the plants in pots, 
though the specimens must he smaller, 
produces better results. 
So many of the 
plants are likely to prove of great economic 
importance that we mentiou them, espe­ 
cially as in most cases plants can be had 
by applying to Professor Hilgard at Berke­ 
ley. A distribution is made in January of 
each year, and residents of the State are 
furnished the plants, only a nominal charge 
being made for packing. 
On the right side of the display is a col­ 
lection of fiber-bearing plants. It includes 
the ramie or China grass, which is now be­ 
coming prominent because of the success 
attained in extracting its fiber by machin­ 
ery, thus enabling us to produce the mate­ 
rial in competition with the cheap labor of 
Asia. Another plant shown is the New 
Zealand flax (Pliormiuni lenax). Thousands 
of dol'a s worth of this fiber is exported 
from New Zealand and manufactured into 
cordage, tt.'.. in other countries. The im­ 
mediate use of the plant here is for tying 
plants and vines, bouquets, etc. 
It is of 
great value in the garden, and seems 
to grow well in this State except in the hot­ 
test valleys, where experiments with it so 
far have not succeeded very well. Other 
textile plants are the Esparto grasses so 
much used in the Mediterranean region 
for weaving into mats, baskets and the like. 
In pressing olive oil, in drying figs and for 
other purposes the mats of this grass are 
largely used in Europe. There is also an 
interesting collection of the European iiber- 
flaxes which grow much higher than the 
variety grown for seed in some of our coast 
counties. 
ThenAh quite a ooliection of plants pro­ 
ducing food lor man and beast. 
The 
Quinoa (Chervjjjodium quinoa) a plant from 
Peru, and highly esteemed there for its 
edible seed, is shown—two varieties, one 
from Tern and the other from Germany. 
There is si oa collection of ‘‘ salt bushes” 
[Alriptex tp.) from Australia. These plants 
grow upon land somewhat impregnated 
with aikali. and are valuable in Australia 
as * hcep-forage. 
Experiments already 
made indicate that they may found of use 
on alkali lands in some parts of this State. 
There are also different kinds of clovers, 
vetches, etc. 
The leading feature of the plant display 
is the collection of wild grapes vines from 
different parts of the world. There are the 
native vines of China, Kaahwir, etc., as 
well as tlie wild growths of Europe and 
America. These pla.'its show great variety 
in growth, foliage, etc.,- and afford oppor­ 
tunity for an interesting comparative study. 
The collection of trees and shrub? con­ 


tains such interesting growths as the cam- ; 
phor tree and the cinnamon tiee from j 
Japan, whose commercial importance is ¡ 
known, and they seem to be well adapted I 
to the growth of the State. There is also j 
the guava, which is so largely u?ed for jel- | 
lies and marmalade; the ‘‘ melon tree/’ 
(Car ira¡Kipayii. which flourishes in Mexico, 
and has fruited in San Diego ; ihe ” straw­ 
berry tree” of the Mediterranean (ArUnhi- 
uncrli). abotanieal relative of ourmanzanita 
—a very handsome tree which is already 
growing well in some parts of the State 
and yielding an edible fruit. There is also 
the ciper bush, shof o:n tbeJMediterranean, 
fiom which comes the “ capers ” of com­ 
merce, so highly esteemed in cookery. 
This plant bears a most beautiful blossom 
and is destined to be highly prized 
here both for use and ornament. Another 
important tree is the black wattle of Aus­ 
tralia (Acaciadecurrens). Ityieldsthe wattle 
tan bark which is exported from Australia. 
The tree grows very well in some parts of 
this State. Another allied product is the 
Sicilian sumac, used by tanners, and of 
which large quantities are imported into 
this country. This plant is also in the 
University collection. It grows well in 
favorable parts of California. The ccrk 
oak is also shown. The University has 
grown seedlings from bearing cork oaks 
planted in this State about 25 years ago, 
and will distribute them this winter. There 
are many other interesting growths shown 
in the collection in the fair. 
A small collection of fruit is also shown. 
No claim for excellence is made for it, ex­ 
cept that the varieties are true to name. 
The local conditions are not favorable for 
the growth of fine fruit, and this year the 
samples are smaller than usual because of 
the short rainfall. The advantage of the 
collection of standard varieties is that any 
one can send to the University for buds or 
scions, and thus, by grafting or budding, 
he can test many varieties without the ex­ 
pense of buying and caring for a mixed lot 
of trees. After determining which varieties 
do best in his location, he can plant with 
more confidence. When the establishment 
of local experiment stations is made by the 
University, as is now contemplated, there 
will be standard orchards set out in each 
locality, and then collections may be shown 
at the State Fairs which will look quite 
different from the showing of fruit grown 
in Berkeley. 
The University exhibit was designed and 
set up by E. J. Wickson, University Lec­ 
turer on Practical Agriculture, and Ye has 
been present during the fair to explain the 
display, and give information concerning 
the aims and methods of the College of 
Agriculture, and his services thereiij have 
been valuable to the people and State.

Israel Luce yesterday demonstrated the 
wortli of the Inyo white marble shown by 
him by a test of muriatic acid. Poured on 
Inyo marble, it had no appreciable effect, 
hut poured from that upon Italian marble 
it at once began to eat into it and destroy 
its finished surface. 
Janies G. Davis’ exhibit of fine uphols­ 
tery. carpets, curtains and furniture, in the 
south gallery, has had general attention, 
and won for the Davis establishment warm 
praise.

A A. Heilbron show, in implement 
hall, butchers' tool and shop supplies—the 
first showing of the kind ever made at the 
State Fair. They show also a great num­ 
ber of agricultural implements, machines 
and tools. 
John Breuner’s fine upholstered furniture 
display, on the main floor, is the center of 
great admiration. Most of the sets have 
found the indorsement of purchasers. 
Baker A Hamilton’s agricultural imple­ 
ment and machine display, and that of 
the Benicia Agricultural Works constitute 
the largest and most varied exposition in 
the line of agricultural machinery that is 
in the fair. 
W. 1). Comstock, on the main floor, ex­ 
hibits some very handsome furniture and 
upholstery of the richest character. The 
new style of antique oak is exhibited in 
the form of several handsome sets. His 
display is the subject of complimentary 
comment by all who see it.

A Novel hikI Iutoreritliig Tutliun T o u rn a ­ 
m e n t—An E lo q u en t Chief. 
Yesterday at Agricultural Park was wit­ 
nessed one of the mo3t novel and interest­ 
ing races that ever took place over any race 
course in America. For several years it 
has been a custom with the Directors of 
the Agricultural Society of the State of Ne- 
veda to give pursc-s for an Indian pony 
race, and the entries are not limited—Ihe 
more the merrier. During the past hop- 
picking season John Mackey, Superin­ 
tendent of the Rancho Dei Paso, ha* had 
200 Piiiie Indians engaged in that business, 
and as hop pickers they are said to he very 
much superior to the Chinese. These In­ 
dia: * aro from Winnemucca and the 
camp .odies in the neighborhood of the 
Humboldt. They are about as tine speci­ 
mens of the red man as can be found in 
America. Some days ago 51.». Mackey sug­ 
gested an 
INDIAN PONY RACE 
At the State Fair, aud the Director* imme­ 
diately made arrangements for one, and 
110 doubt its advertisement to take place 
yesterday had much to do with bringing 
out the large crowd. When the race was 
called fourteen bucks rode into the track in 
front of the stand, well-mounted, ready for 
the contest. They ali rude bareback,'and 
some of them had no bridles, sitnplv hack 
amores. The Indians were all tall, good- 
iooking, long, black hair, wore ldue 
trousers, white shirt*, red, blue and 
green 
silk . handkerchief 
turbans, 
were gaudily dec.'rated with 
beads 
and fea hers, while their faces were covered 
with war paint. Marshal Mc5f alien par­ 
aded them up the stretch by twos and then 
down all abreast. The horses were loaned 
by Mr. Mackey for the occasion, and among 
them were some fine animals. They were 
brought to the scratch aud started w ith the 
word” Gol” There was a wild rush, the 
horses shot ahead witli their excited riders 
leaning forward, their heads stretched 
away out over the animals’ neck, they 
commenced plying their whips from the 
jump, and away they went around the 
turn all in a bunch, the 
EXCITED THOUSANDS CHEERING LUSTILY. 
Soon the staying qualities' of the animals 
began to tell, and when the upper turn 
was readied they were strung out for an 
eighth of a mile. On, on, they came; they 
rounded into the homestretch and a pret­ 
tier sight was never witnessed thau that of 
their coming home, urging their horses to 
the utmost. Two of the Indians had bet­ 
ter horses than their companions, and it 
was a neck and neck race to the score, 
Doxoiogy Dick winning by a nose front 
Capt. John Sykes, the others coming in 
under whip at intervals of two and three 
seconds until ali had passed the judges’ 
stand. Such shouting was never before 
heard upon the track, and no race ever be­ 
fore furnished» so much fun for the specta­ 
tors.The two winners rode back to the judges’ 
stand, and Captain John Sykis, in true 
jockey style, held up his whip to the judges’ 
stand for the word to dismount. Both of 
the Indians went up into the stand, and 
Captain Sykes, 
IN REGULAR TURF STYLE, 
Claimed the race on a foul. He said to Mr. 
LaRue : " I would have passed Doxoiogy 
Dick if Í had had time.” 
In order to 
make all things right with the red men, 
the judges declared it a dead heat, aud 
awarded each a silver meda! and gave 
Captain Syke3 $100 to divide pro rata 
among the contestants. The Captain then 
gisked if he could have the privilege of ad­ 
dressing the multitude. 
Director LaRue 
rang the bell several times, and when 
order 
was 
secured introduced Cap­ 
tain John Sykes, Chief of the Pi­ 
ute 
tribe 
of the State of Nevada. 
The Captain has a splendid voice, is good 
at gesticulation and would pass in any crowd 
as a first-class stump orator. 
Addressing 5Ir. LaRue, he said: ‘Big 
chief and people of California: f come 
from beyond the snow-clad peaks of the 
Sierras. I am a native of the State of Ne­ 
vada, a State that has produced $45,000,006 
in silver. A State of unbounded resources; 
one that has many attractions for the peo­ 
ple of my race. My father, iny grand­ 
father, my great-grandfather, and my an­ 
cestors for centuries are buried in the sage 
brush State, and there I expect to be buried 
at the close of my life. The Piutesarealoval 
trilte: we are true to our great Chief'in 
Washington, and Uncle Sam is our father. 
Our people long since buried the hatchet 
that once was raised against the pale face, 
and to-day and for many years past we live 
in peace and harmony with the white man. 
We are not idle, we are not addicted to the 
use of fire water, hut we are sober and in­ 
dustrious. We have crossed the moun­ 
tains, the horizon of our native wilds, to 
settle the Chinese hop-picking question in 
thisState. [Immense applause.] We claim 
to be native Americans. [Applause] Tbe 
Mongols come from across the ocean, and 
the money they earn is reshipped in their 


junks to Canton, and I cannot see that 
they are any benefit to the country. All 
we want is a square deal and a fair show, 
and we will prove to you that all Indians 
are not had and that some ‘.good Indians ’ 
are even respectable before death. [Ap­ 
plause.] I thauk you on behalf of my 
tribe for the courtesies you have shown us 
to-day, and for reference to ourselves I re­ 
fer with pleasure to Captain John Mackay.” 
After the Indians had returned to their 
camp, President shippee wen: over and 
had an interview with Captain Sykes. He 
engaged the latter to go to Stockton with 
his Indians on Wednesday next.and give an 
exhibition football game in the forenoon 
and an Indian pony race in the afternoon at 
the Park. He agreed to give the Indians 
two bullocks, plenty of Hour, furnish trans­ 
portation and pay them $206 in money.

NATION’S 
BIRTHDAY IN* SPANISH STYLE.

Bel's are ringing, cannon booming and 
great doings going on all over the country, 
in the annual celebration of national inde­ 
pendence. Though in matters of business 
Mexicans are slower than Father Tim e as 
pictured in the primer, acting always upon 
the revised axiom, “ Never do to-day what 
can he put off until to-morrow,” they cel­ 
ebrate with heart and soul, regardless of 
expense. 
Agreeing 
with 
the ancient 
worthy who remarked that time was made 
for slaves, these proud descendants of the 
Montezuinas care little how old Tenqms 
may proceed with his fugitin;j, and make 
life pretty much a holiday. 
All their 
fiesta* are long ones, and, naturally, this 
most important of t lie year—September 
lGtli, the nation's natal day—lasts not lees 
than a week, and is celebrated with the 
greatest enthusiasm. 
In universal rejoicing over their libera­ 
tion from the clutch of Spain, Mexicans 
do not commemorate the day of the decla­ 
ration of indejandence, as do we. of the 
older republic, but that on which the first 
open attem pt was made to throw off the 
yoke of the oppressor. 
Their (leorge 
W ashington 
THE OCHE, IIIIlALCO, 
In whose honor all the hells of Mexico are 
clamoring together, has long been canon­ 
ized. 
Though executed like a criminal 
only 75 years ago, he is to-day regarded as 
a martyr, and the sun in all his course sees 
not a more hallowed spot than the little 
church of Dolores wherein his rebellious 
“ g rito ” (cry) was raised 
W ithout dipping deeply into history, a 
brief summary of the important events of 
that stormy time will enable us to enjoy 
this tumultuous jubilee with “ the spirit 
and the understanding.” 
The story of the 
early Aztecs, which is at once a poem and n 
tragedy, is familiar to all, for Prescott and 
other historians have set forth in vivid 
colors their Acadian life, virtue, simplicity 
and lofty sense of honor. Then came the 
greedy Spaniards (in 1519), with their 
velvet banners on which were appropriately 
emhazoned a blood-red crucifix in the 
midst of blue and white ñames, and be­ 
neath it the motto in Latin, “Let us follow 
the cross, and in that sign we shall con­ 
quer.” 
Throughout their long career of 
rapine and murder, the crusading adven­ 
turers were faithful in their devotion to 
the motto, for to the wondering and inno­ 
cent natives, Cortez and the equally in­ 
famous Pedro de Alvarado, offered" the 
alternative of the cross or the sword, and 
gave them both, during three centuries of 
the most diabolical atrocities ever perpe­ 
trated in the name of religion. 
At the beginning of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury a most abominable state of society 
existed in .Mexico. The Spaniards—-com­ 
paratively few in numbers, Init all-powerful 
in wealth and influence— ruled the coun­ 
try with an iron hand. 
The native Mexi­ 
cans, though in the vast majority, hail been 
so weakened hv centuries of serfdom, su­ 
perstition and tyranny, helpless and hope­ 
less, that only in deep canyons of the 
mountains or in the silent depths of the 
forest, dared Liberty to secretly whisper her 
principles. 
The only honil between the 
proud 1 herían and the degraded American 
races was found in 
“ LAS CUJOLXAS,” 
I lie mixed descendants of the conquerors 
and the conquered ; for however jnuch the 
haughty scions of < 'astile despised the sons 
of Mexico, they had found her daughters 
irresistible. 
During the three hundred 
years of Spanish occupation these Criollas 
had grown to great numerical proportions. 
They retained all the fire and ambition of 
their sires, and had inherited as well the 
unfading memory, watchful patience, su— 
pieious alertness, and undying love of lib­ 
erty peculiar to the Indian race. 
As a 
rule they were well educated, and, being 
prejudiced, both by birth and tradition, 
against agricultural pursuits (which, in­ 
deed, otlered no inducements in Mexico, 
since Spain would inevitably seize their 
profits', most ot the rising race of men 
embraced t lie Clerical, medical, or legal 
profession. This brought them into even 
closer contact and sympathy with the op­ 
pressed people of their mother’s blood, for 
whom to break the shackles of tyranny be­ 
came the ruling passion. 
_ W ith unaccountable blindness the Span­ 
iards of those days denied their descend­ 
ants any part in the administration of the 
government. 
They, doubtless feared, and 
not without reason, that these sons of 
Mexico would not be sufficiently pliable in 
the hands of emissaries and too lenient to­ 
ward the race of their mothers. 
Regard­ 
ing Mexico only as a source of revenue 
from which to grind the last panicle of 
gold, Spain considered no method too se­ 
vere in tin accomplishment of this object, 
and protected the natives as they did the 
cattle, irrespective of their rights as hu­ 
man I eings, simply that they might pro­ 
duce more cattle and more wealth. 
. Many a covert council and many a mid­ 
night meeting these Criollas held to con­ 
sider their rights and the means of obtain­ 
ing them. 
1 hwartod in every peaceable

From the firSt he relegated his clerical 
duties largely to a rector, anil devoted 
himself to improving the material welfare 
of his parishoners.

B i# th is was not in accordance 
with the policy of Spain, and so, by royal 
orders, his agricultural experiments were 
all destroyed and manufacturing enter­ 
prises nipped in the bud.

fruit. There were also

All his plans having been matured for 
unfurling the banner of independence at 
the annual fair in Sau Juan de Los Lagos, 
(Slate of Jalisco), he retired to Dolores to 
arrange for needed arms and ammunition.

Locked 
in her house, she called the attention of a 
priest by a preconcerted sequel, and bid 
him fly to General Allande, in San Miguel, 
and send the latter to warn Hidalgo mid 
the rest of their deadly peril." 
Allande hastened by night to Dolores, 
to consult witli the head of all their hopes. 
Instead of proposing escape, as was ex­ 
pected in this desjH rate juncture, a- if sud­ 
denly inspired, liidalgo exclaimed: “Ac­ 
tion must Ik- taken at once. There is no 
tim e to lose. 
We shall yet see the op­ 
pressor's yoke scattered in fragments on the 
ground I” 
The servants and workmen, only fifteen 
in number, were hastily summoned, and 
with this small army, armed with such 
few implements of war as the house of a 
priest aflbrded, the doors were thrown 
open. 
It was not yet daybreak, but a 
crowd was speedily collected, and to these 
Hidalgo explained the situation and pro­ 
voked the cry, “ Vim la Independencia.'” 
At the first glimmer of dawning the 
church hells were rung- as never before, 
and, attracted by the clamor as well as the 
unusual hour, the people came flocking 
from all directions. 
For the last time 
Hidalgo mounted to his pulpit, tfiid with a 
sad face unfolded to the beloved people all 
his hopes and plans. 
He told them that 
they had been slaves for centuries in the 
land where their fathers ruled as mon- 
arclis; that now was their opdortunitv to 
recover from the cruel Spaniards their 
stolen lands and liberty. 
Here was free­ 
dom, if they would fight for it, and he 
himself would lead them, w hether to vic­ 
tory or death. 
Said h e: 
“ W ill you lie- 
come Napoleon’s slaves, or will you arise 
as patriots to the defense of your homes 
and your religion'!” 
The response from hundreds of eager

walls in its wild enthusiasm : 
“ Vira 
nuestra Señora de Guadalupe !

“ Live, then, and follow your cure who 
has loved you as his children,” was H i­ 
dalgo’s exhortation.

And thus an ignorant hand of 
Indians and Creoles, without money, arm-, 
skill, or anything hut enthusiasm, led by a 
priest whose life had been most humble 
and whose tastes all leaned toward peace 
and quietness, arrayed themselves against 
a powerful nation possessed of overwhelm­ 
ing numbers, wealth, influence, all the art 
and machinery of war.

Public attention in France, so far as it 
can be diverted from General Boulanger, 
is pretty generally directed to the new 
scourge which is threatening to devastate 
the unhappy vineyards of the West before 
tW y have had full time to recover from 
the fatal inroad of the phylloxera. 
It 1i:ls 
been recognized during the present season 
that a fungus hitherto almost unknown in 
Europe, but singularly fatal to the vine, 
has made its appearance over a large dis­ 
trict of the Garonne, 
and 
ha- very 
naturally caused extreme alarm among the 
already half-ruined wine-growers. 
The 
first suspicion that any one had of the ex­ 
istence of this ¡llague in France goes back 
no further than two years ago. 
W hen the 
grapes were ripening in 1885, the manager 
of an estate on the southern slope of the 
Cevennes, near Ganges, in the Herault, 
observed that his grapes were 
and presently that they turned black, 
had never seen this phenomenon before, and 
he collected some specimens of the sick 
grapes, and took them down to the college 
of Montpelier, where there i- a special 
school of viticulture. 
They were ex­ 
amined there by experts, and at last pro­ 
nounced to be stricken with the malady 
known in America as black rot. 
This 
name has been officially recognized in 
France, without any attempt a t transla­ 
tion. 
The Director of the Montpellier 
School of V iticulture recognized at once 
the gravity of the situation, and proceeded 
to make an attem pt a t destroying the fun­ 
gus. 
Elaborate ettiirts were made in the 
late autumn and winter of 1885 to eradicate 
the pest, and it was hoped with success. 
But ne*t year it appeared not only in the 
original vineyard near Ganges, but in 
several other estates in the uplands of 
H erault. 
. 
Under these circumstances the danger 
became more than a local administration 
could venture to deal with, and the Gov­ 
ernment was appealed to. 
The M inister 
of Agriculture instructed M. l’rillieux, 
who is well known for his practical and 
theoretical researches into the principles 
of that science, to proceed to the H erault, 
and to report on the condition of the vines. 
JI is lii-st. experience was propitious. 
lie 
found that the black rot had not extended 
to so great an extent as was feared, that 
the atmospheric conditions in 188(5 seemed 
to be unfavorable to it, and that really 
there was little sign of the malady left, 
further than certain small tawny spots, on 
the leaves alone, which marks, when exam­ 
ined, were found to be lull of little black 
dots. 
The grapes themselves escaped, and 
the loss to the vintage of ISNfi was little or 
nothing. The afliiir had attracted slight 
public notice' and the report that it had 
almost disappeared in the second year 
tended to make the danger completely 
forgotten. M. Prillieux returned to his 
customary duties. 
Unhappily the restoration of public con­ 
fidence was premature. 
In Ju ly of the 
present year M. Prillieux received news— 
not this time from the M editerranean, but 
from the far richer A tlantic watershed, 
which caused him im m ed iately ^ commu­ 
nicate again w ith the Government. The 
result was that he was desired to proceed 
at once to the valley of the Garonne ; and 
his report, which has just liven published, 
is sufficiently grave to cause,as it has done, 
som ething like a panic. 
The black rot, 
which 
had 
never 
been 
heard 
of 
west ■ of the Cevennes, was 
suddenly 
perceived 
last 
July, 
simultaneously, 
in 
several 
of 
the 
vineyards which 
surround the city of Agen, in the Tarn-et- 
Garonne. The suddenness of the apparition 
was extraordinary. 
According to the 
evidence of a number of vignerons, the black 
rot was not seen until Ju ly 15th, precisely 
on which date, after an extremely hot 
day, 
fol^wed by 
a 
storm, there np- 
1 cared shriveled grapes on bunches which 
had previously been perfectly healthy, and 
these rapidly spread until the entire hunch 
«lis destroyed. 
It is suggested by M. P ril­ 
lieux that, although the local men assert 
with confidence th at the malady has been 
hitherto unknown in the valley of the Gn- 
ronnc, it lias probably been lurking there 
for some time, although unsuspected and 
but little developed. 
H e was informed by 
a proprietor whose vineyard lies under the 
classic towers of Montesquieu, th at his 
vines withered in 1885 in a mode which 
lie supposed was due to some unusual force 
Ffi the sun’s rays, hut which M. Prillieux 
attributes to the fungus. 
There js, at any 
rate, no doubt of the serious nature of the 
plague this autumn. 
Along the Garonne 
from Agen down to St. Macaire there runs 
a lateral canal to aid the navigation of the 
stream. The upper part of the Island 
formed by the river and this canal—from 
Agen, that is to say, down to the mouth of 
the Lot—is at present the main theater of 
the damage done. 
Along this fertile and 
watered valley the black rot has spread 
with the most alarming rapidity. 
At the 
middle of July the plague made it- ap­ 
pearance; before the. end of the month 
thrce-fourtl s of the grapes in most of the 
vineyards in the district we have indicated 
were shriveled. 
The malady spread at the 
same sime up the valley of the liaise, to the 
valuable vineyards which surround the 
town of Nerae. The reader who glances 
at the map, and draws an equilateral tri­ 
angle in tliecenterof Lot-et-Garonnv, with 
Agen, Aiguiilon, and Nerae at its three 
points, may realize how im portant the dis­ 
trict is within which, owing to black rot, 
the vine harvest this year is a complete 
failure. 
The fungus which has caused all this 
alarm and distress lias long been known in 
America, although we have hitherto en­ 
joyed an immunity from its visits in 
Europe. 
At the tir-t start,'the appearance 
of the vine-leaves and the grapes suggests 
that the enemy is the ordinary mildew, 
which is so common a result of extreme 
heat and sudden storms of rain. The grapes 
are seen to have spots of a clear rose-color 
upon them, and these ruby stains rapidly 
spread over the surface. The difference 
becomes apparent in the next stage; for. 
while the mildew spots fade to tawny 
brown, and remain that color, the stains of 
the ph -ena aricóla, which is the scientific 
name of the black rot, turn to a dark vio­ 
let, first of all to a hyacinthinc tint, then 
as deep and opaque as the hue of a cooked 
prune. The surface is by this time covered 
with a black powder, which is really the 
spores of the phoma in immense numbers 
and ready for reproduction. 
M. Prillieux 
has been unable, except with a powerful 
microscope, to discover any difference be­ 
tween the surface of the grapes attacked 
by mildew and of those attacked by black 
rot until the violet stage in the latter com­ 
mences; and this confusion of the initial 
states of the two maladies without question 
involves a serious complication of the ditfi- 
cullies of the situation. 
On the vine 
leaves the phoma makes the tawny spots 
which were originally noted at Gauges, 
and the tiuy black dots are re.•optarles of

the finger-jointsof new-liom babies, a drop of 
blood from a executed criminal, or an eye 
from the liody of an old woman who died 
in childbirth. Superstitions of thi-peculiar 
kind are practically innumerable,

mals thought to lie especially haelel, that is, 
unclean), and the fruits of the anaeardium 
are worn as amulets to secure the love of a 
husband, win the affection of a lover, or 
turn in her direction the preference hither­ 
to shown for a rival.

substance in Persia, as 110 hogs are raised, 
for religious reasons, when applied una­ 
wares by a woman to any part of the body 
of a rival in her lord’s heart, is believed to 
prevent child-bearing.— Wolf Von Schur- 
brand in Cosmopolitan.

definitely concluded the outlook is favor­ 
able. 
So far as any plans have been pre­ 
cisely formulated, the design of the new 
school will lie to dispel the popular notion 
that the ill health of women is natural—• 
that they are the victims of functions 
whose exercise necessarily constitutes a 
‘sort of invalidism. 
The girls entering will 
he treated according to Dio Lewis’ old 
theory th at the microscopic misses who 
swarm about our schools and chatter in 
our streets are the curiosities of a “ higlw 
civilization,” and that wonie 1 who give 
free play to their lungs and stomachs 
ought to grow nearly as large as men. 
All pupils in this school of the future, 
which may be a school of the present within 
a year, will be subjected to a daily regimen 
with carefully-apportioned exercise, with 
a view of determining the possibility of 
improving their bodies as the bodies of 
young men are improved in the German 
gymnasia. 
A full curriculum of studies, 
probably of the academic or college pre- 
paratorv grade, will bp, it is thought, 
adopted covering four years time. 
Some 
restriction a< to dress it is proposed to 
adopt, not amounting to uniform, butmak'- 
ing short, loose, light attire, with no pres­ 
sure whatever about the waist, and hygi­ 
enic shoes compulsory, leaving the girls all 
day long as much at liberty as bays in 
their gymnasium dress. 
Pupils will be 
measured on entering, and an averagegain 
of two and a half inches about tlie chest, 
five inches about the waist, one and a half 
inches about the arm and an inch about 
the forearm is what is looked forward to 
as the desirable result of the first year’s 
bodily training and exercise of the typica 
slim girl of 17.— New York letter in Suvan 
rnh News. 


Ica Caves. 
J . Ii. Mayfield furnishes us with infor­ 
mation concerning an ice cave in thcsoutli- 
CAstern corner of this county, as follows: 
The cave was discovered liv Mr. Mayfield 
about fourteen years ago, while hunting for 
some of his cattle which had straveil away 
from the band.* A 1 suit eighteen months 
ago lie returned from southern Oregon and 
settled at the cave, where he proposes to 
erect, in the near future, a fine slate-stone 
hotel, provided the slate of that section 
works to a good advantage. 
There are 
three caves connected by apertures leading 
from one to the other. 
The first i- about 
thirty feet wide and forty feet long; the 
second is somewhat smaller, and the. third 
a little smaller than the second. 
At any 
time during the hottest and most sultry 
weather there is probably never less than 
one hundred tons of natural ice in sight. 
The cave is situated only about forty-five 
miles east of. Sisson, and in the lava beds 
of historical renown. 
Mr. Mayfield lias 
constructed a wagon road through the lava 
beds, a distance of about twelve miles, at a 
e ist of about 8 s,000. 
I luring the great 
Modoc war the ablest and best experts esti­ 
mated the cost at from $250,000 to $300.­ 
000. 
Mr. Mayfield attributes iiis finding 
of the pass through the 1k;<1s to the instinct 
uf his lost cattle, which lie found there 
fourteen years ago. 
Those ice caves are a 
freak of nature seldom found, and we be­ 
speak for Mr. Mayfield the patronage of 
many tourists from this point next sum­ 
mer.— Simon Jlei aid. 


B iissla’s New Giftitioat. 
A new gunboat, built for the Russian 
Government at Copenhagen, lias arrived at 
Cronstadt, and has been visited and in­ 
spected by the Czar himself, who crossed 
over in hi 
yacht from Peterlioff, the 
present domicile of the im perial family. 
The vessel, which lias been named tiie 
Ma nchnria, has been constructed of steel, 
at a cost of £55,000. 
The following are 
the principal dimensions: Length, 210 
feet; beam, 35 feet; displacement, 1,200 
tons; draught, fore, without artillery and 
war material, 10 feet 2 inches; aft, 10 feet 
7 inches. 
The boat lias two engines, with 
an indicated power of 7,000-horsc-power 
each. 
They con without any particular 
strain develop a speed of more than 13 
knots. 
The armament of the M anchuria 
will consist of two 8-inch long-range guns 
in the stern, six Hotchkiss, one Baranov­ 
sky and four 9-pounder guns.

compartments, anil the hold is amply pro­ 
tected by J I air-tight partitions.

water, put the tomatoes in ajar and cover 
with strong vinegar. 
Boil a pint"of vine­ 
gar with red pepper, horseradish, spices 
and mustard, add to the pickles. 
To C a n G r a p e s .— Pick them carefully 
from theestems, taking care not to tear the 
skins much ; put them in a porcelain kettle 
with a little water; stir them carefully and 
only enough to make sure that they are 
well heated through ; then put them in the 
cans.

WEALTH, 
I)t:VKEoPMENT 
AND 
CHURCH 
WOKIv IN THE NORTHWEST. 
In a letter by Rev. J.C. Holbrook, D. I)., 
who lias lived nmnv years upon this coast 
and now writes from Minneapolis, he says: 
\\ hat changes has a pcrioii of about one 
generation effected in this great north­ 
western section of the Union, 
i am now 
in the midst of a city of upwards of 150,000 
inhabitants, with another “ twin cltv ” of 
about equal ci/.e only ten miles distant (St. 
Paul). 
Here J stood about forty years 
ago, and. looking around, -aw not á single 
dwelling, but only—south, west and north 
—unbp k ii prairie, and to the east the 
great timber region of northern Wisconsin. 
Iowa was a newly constituted Territorv, 
just separated from Wisconsin; Minnesota 
had no existence, nor was* th e re then a 
singlo State or Territory organized north 
or west of Iowa to the British Possessions 
and the Pacific (Aean. Texas was n otin 
the Union, and ( alifornia, Arizona and 
Now Mexico, including about one-fourth 
of the present area of the Fnited States, 
stili belonged to Mexico. 
The war that 
gave us that acquisition had not then oc­ 
curred. 
There was not then a railroad 
west of Chicago. 
About that time, while pastor of the 
church in Dubuque, Iowa, I took a vaca­ 
tion trip on ono of the few steamers that 
then plied on the upper Mississippi, chiefly 
to carry supplies to FortSnelling, near the 
present site of this city, then the frontier 
military post of the United States army, 
and we did not sc-e any signs of white set- 
tiers beyond the north line of Iowa and on 
the west side of the river. 
At Red Wing, 
about seventy miles south of here, we 
landed at a station of our foreign Mission­ 
ary Board, and called on the Rev. Mr. 
Williamson and his associates among t he 
Indians, and then, proceeding to" Fort 
Fuelling, we spent a Sabbath there. 
On 
Monday we visited the celebrated Minne­ 
haha Falls anil the Falls of St. Anthonv, 
and saw them in all their original pictur- 
esqucness and beauty. 
This has now all 
disappeared from the latter, and both 
banks of the river are lined with flour 
mills and various manufactories, and the 
former roar of the great 
cataract 
is 
drowned by the clatter of machinery, the 
rattle of carriages and railroad cars, and 
the scream of the steam whistle. 
As Í then stood hv the falls and thought 
of the vast extent of country north and 
west, I questioned whether it would begin 
to be occupied during the next hundred 
years; and In! in a little more than a 
quarter of that time the whole immense 
region to Hudson’s Bay and the Pacific 
Ocean, including Manitoba, ha* been or­ 
ganized into States and Territories, thou­ 
sands ot farms are under cultivation in it, 
hundreds ot towns, and even scores ofcitics' 
have sprung into existence, two great rail­ 
roads span the continent, besides innumer­ 
able minor ones which radiate in everv 
direction. 
A ll this within the brief pe­ 
riod of my ministry! 
One of the distinctive elements in the 
prosperity of this city is its manufacture of 
flour, making it a great market for this 
product ot the finest wheat-growing regions 
of the world. 
There are no less than 
; twentv-thrce flouring mills here, the ca­ 
pacity of one of wliich is to turn out 7,000 
barrels a day, while that of the whole is 
over .1.1,000 a day. 
Much o f the flour goes 
to Europe, once the granary of the world, 
i In 1880 the production of flour was 0,186-, 
I 000 barrels, and in the month of April, 
1887, 040,005 barrels, according to the 
N orlh k extern Miller. 
It is a eheir'ng fact that Christian o t- 
ter;«rise keeps pace with secular move­ 
ments, and every town and settlement lias 
its churches. 
In this city and St. Paul are 
to be found some of tlic noblest houses of 
worship that adorn any city, nor is the 
Congregational denomination behind the 
rest in its enterprise and liberality. 
This is especially true of Plymouth 
Church iu this city, the Rev." I'. F. 
Tli ving, formerly of Cambridge, Mass., 
pastor. 
Its edifice of stone is very com­ 
plete as well as beautiful, and among other 
appurtenances it has a free reading-room, 
open every evening, and furnished with 
magazines and religions and daily papers. 
The church also has it- niissionsand branch 
Sunday-schools, and gives special attention 
to tlxg work among the Scandinavians, of 
whom there are some 30,000 in the eitv. 
I notice one custom which is very pleas­ 
ing in this church. < >n the Tuesday even­ 
ing preceding the regular communion sea­ 
son is held a “ covenant meeting,” when 
those who are to unite with the church on 
confession or by letter are expec ted to he 
present. 
As their names are called they 
rise, that all may see them, and a brief ad­ 
dress is made to them by the pastor, who 
commends them also to the acquaintance 
and fellowship of the members, and then 
leads in prayer for them especially. 
The 
covenant is then read, and the pastor an­ 
nounces that the names of the candidates 
V ill be found iu a printed list in the pews 
on the Sabbath. 
It is also an excellent 
practice in this church to distribute in all 
the pews a printed leaflet on which are all 
the hymns to lie used and the words of the 
anthems and other pieces sung by the 
choir, and the text of the sermon and the 
order of exercises. 
Another little leaflet 
contains the notices and programme of 
work and meetings for the week. 


Starving a J u r y in u ld .u T im es. 
Jurymen are better off in these times 
than in the good old days when it \va. the 
law to endeavor to staive them into a 
verdict. 
It is had enough now to he put 
to lo s s of time and money, with little or 
inadequato 
recompense, without iieing 
starved or fined into the bargain. 
In the 
early part of the reign of Henry V H l, 
Lord t hi el Justice Reed tried an action 
"nen oil circuit in which the jury* wore 
locked tip, but before giving their verdict 
had eaten and drank, which they all con­ 
fessed. 
This being reported to the Judge 
he fined them each heavily and took their 
verdict. 
Iu Hilary term, Sixth Henry 
A III., the ease came up before the full 
( ourt ot^ Queen s Bench on a joint motion 
to set aside the verdict on tlie ground of 
informality of trial, the jury having eaten 
when they should have tasted, and next 
remit the fines under the peculiar circum­ 
stances of 
the ease. 
The jury averred 
that they had made up their minds in the 
ease before they ate, and had returned into 
Court with a verdict, hut, finding the 
1 -ord t hicf Justice had “ run out to see a 
tray,” and not knowing when lie might 
come hack, they had refreshments. 
The 
Court confirmed both the verdict and the 
fines. 
In 
“ Dyer’s Reports” a case is 
reported of a jury who retired to consider 
their verdict, aud when they came hack 
the bailiff informed the Judge that -sane 
of them (which he could not depose) had 
been ffeiling while locked up. 
Both 
baiiifi and jury were sworn, and the 
pockets of the 
latter were examined, 
when it appeared that they all had about 
them “ pippins,” of which “ some of them 
confessed they had eaten, and the others 
s.tid^ they had not. 
All were severely 
reprimanded, and those who had eaten 
were fined 12s. each, and those who had 
not eaten were fined 
each “ for that 
they had them in their pockets.”—All the 
1 ear Aronjnl.

to get the liquid in the ends of the quills, 
wlih li they say has a salty taste, indicating 
an appetite for salt. 
That may be so ; and 
as far as my observation extends tlie evil 
is prevalent only in flocks which are given 
sailed lo «1. 
Rut evil habits once acquired 
are not easily mastered, ánd prevention is 
always cheaper and safer than the first -teii 
toward an uneertain cure. 
If I had fowls 
which I could not replace at a reasonable 
expense 1 should hope to busy them hv 
feeding only dry, fine-ground 
feed in 
scratching boxes, carefully withholding 
everything which has been salted, until the 
natural craving wears oil’. 
But if mv iloek 
was not too valuable for the sacrifice. 1 
ihould watch for such as did not readily 
yield to that rational treatment and use 
tlie hatchet unsparingly. 
Salt is unnecessary, and in mv opinion 
always injurious to fowls. 
To 'test anew 
the question of their uneducated desire for 
i ’, 1 placed a box of salt where mv iloek of 
forty hens have had the freest "access to 
it. 
1 hey have not in all their liv es been 
given a single morsel of salted food, uule-s 
by somebody’s carelessness they mav have 
got it from some small table scraps." They 
have been much of the time in close con­ 
finement, and from the shell may have 
been fed on dry', fine leed, and vet not one 
of them lias ever lieen known to taste of 
this salt. 
If anybody’s fowls need salt I 
cannot imagine why mine should not, and 
yet they say they do not. 
If healthy hens 
crave it 1 do not know why mine should 
not, for no man ever say' a* more robust, 
energetic flock together, hut thev evi­ 
dently' know better than to eat it when i ’ 
is offered to them.

ARSIVAL OF THE CHOLERA. 


The arrival in New York Hariior of a 
-¡lip from Naples with several hundred 
passengers, among whom Asiatic cholera i* 
prevailing, will create alarm, if the pas­ 
senger.- could Ix.' sequestered upon sonic 
rm ote iri.n.d or ca|*e. their entire baggage 
hnrned, and the ship destroyed, the cost 
would he gladly footed by New York and 
tie result might lie the stamping out of the 
disease. 
It must he assumed that every ¡xissihlc 
precaution will he taken to stay the pest 
and prevent its spread. Rut the news of 
the rarival emphasizes the fact that the 
means of communication by -hip with 
Hu rope arc si numerous and easy, that we 
are exposed daily to the liahilitv of having 
the terrible scourge introduced into the 
country and especially since we have not, 
as we should, closed our ports against the 
commerce of infected points. 
It would seem that with the knowledge 
of the prevalence of cholera in .Mediter­ 
ranean sections, our authorities have been 
very neglectful of duty in not warning 
ships from such places to keep clear, and 
in not meeting incoming passenger vessels 
outside of the great harbors and providing 
for their quarantine in other than the 
usual places. For to the regular quarantine 
grounds will com. other ships, the crews 
and passengers of which may become in­ 
fected and thus disseminate the disease 
throughout the country. I’erit closed her 
parts early last spring against ships from 
infected polls and they remained closed 
until .Tune, but they were even then only 
opened subject to medical inspection of all 
ships offering to enter. The result w;i- 
l’eru quite escaped visitation of the pest, 
while i .'hile pursuing a negligent, policv 
su tiered. 
Cholera appear! in October, ISSti, in 
Rueños Ayres, and spread over a great unrt 
of the South American continent. Rueños 
Avrcs has intimate commercial relations 
with the south of Europe and Italy, and 
it is altogether probable that the disease 
came in with immigration from those sec­ 
tions, though that is not positively known. 
When it appeared in Rúenos Ayres last 
fall, gastritis, gastro-entritis, entero-colitis, 
dysentery and cholera morbus were mani­ 
festing themselves, and the summer heat 
was just beginning. In the same month, 
i hi >ber, two ships, suspected of bringing 
the cholera, arrived from Italy. One. the 
t 'non, was disinfected at Montevideo, and 
the other, the Perso, was not detained or 
inspected because..«be had as pa*-engvr a 
dignitary of It ilv. 
The quarantine 
grounds of l’ueno* Ayres are of the worst 
possible character, surrounded by low. 
marshy soiis, stagnant [Kind*. and the tilth' 
of the city drained to that place, it was 
just the spot in which to breed cholera, 
and it spread from sailors there quaran­ 
tined. In November it crossed the Andes 
and December 26th made it- appearance 
on the Pa ifie slojie. By the oth of Janu­ 
ary 11 1 eases developed and 64 deaths en­ 
sued in the first town it visited. It is still 
leared, says the Sanitarian, that it inav 
make it- progress northward to Panama. 
With this danger of assault on the 
south, the attack lieguti on the east, the 
threat in the Asiatic quarter on the west, 
and the prevalence of tlie disease in Sicilv 
and Mediterranean ports generally and 
in Calcutta, with all of whicji we Inyve in­ 
timate commercial relations, if we escape 
it, it will tie miraculous. And if we do. it 
will not lie because of any vigilance wc 
have exercised. It we could be brought 
to deem the security of the people from 
this dread tiest superior to the greed or 
neeesssity of commerce, America mid be 
insured against its assault. 
For instance, when it was known, as it has 
lieen for weeks, that certain European 
ports were infected, had the (¡overiiment 
followed the example of Peril and have 
closed all her ports against the commerce 
of those places, this ship load of cholera 
from Naples could not have arrived. 
IV lieu, two years ago, we were threatened 
with small-pox and a deadly fever from 
Mexico, the jiolicy adopted was to jiermit 
our traders to -ail their ships in and nut 
and trundle their cargoes alxnit the streets 
after a pretense of fumigating. HoWuutcli 
better to have done as Italy did four years 
ago: say to trade, “ Stop for a .season—life, 
protection of the |-copie, and of trade 
itself front the horrors of the plague, stand 
before the privilege of immediate com­ 
merce with foreign i-urt-.” But we arc 
essential*' a trading people and will con­ 
tinue in tin moiisli policy of shipping in 
disease !tnd then endeavoring to choke it 
to death in quarantine. 
If unfortunately the cholera gains a 
foothold iii this country the two essentials 
to lie observed are, first, cleanliness; sec­ 
ond, coolness of mind, self-possession. Fear 
that prostrates, that relaxes physical vigor 
and excites the nerves invites tlie disease. 
Cleanliness includes not only that of cmn- 
niuniti'-s au-i hou -e*. hut of jierson. It 
must lie enfor; ed, and lx fore the need for 
it no persona right can be permitted to 
stand for p moment, One-half the terrors 
of a plague are di—-ipated if mental equan­ 
imity is preserve-!. Wc should make no 
concealments, should understand ¡he facta, 
learn all the truth, and set about to meet 
it with determination to rcsi-t and defeat 
it. This will-power and determinedness is 
lui f t!ie battle won in such emergencies 
Allaying fear by concealing the truth as 
to the disease, its march and its terrible 
character, is the worst possible policy to 
adopt, for when it does conn: to communi­ 
ties where calm is the result of ignorance 
and concealment, the horrors of the assault 
are aggravated tenfold. Such conununi- * 
ties are unprepared physically or men- ‘ 
tally to con tv • the wav with the destr.,ver, ! 
and iie has an easy victory in conseqnenec. 
The right thing to do, therefore, is to 
keep ourselves thoroughly forewarned that 
we may be forearmed, and that intelli­ 
gence, whi’-U I- -always a first factor in any ; 
struggle, may be able to arm the will • 
against the disease. Familiarity with the ’ 
phases t the peril may nerve the mental 


and physical against it, while at the 
same time it advises the caution to the 
adoption of all possible preventive meas­ 
ures. 
The chief of these is the most 
thorough, rigid and searching cleanliness— 
such as seeks out disease-breeding filth in 
every quarter, aijd destroys it to the utter­ 
m ost limit of human ability. 
THE FAIE. 
The State Fair, which comes to a dose 
to-day for the year 1887, has been a splen­ 
did success in all respects. It will not 'no 
forgotten that forecasts of" failure were 
made by influences that for no other ap­ 
parent reason than that of “ cussednéss ” 
assailed the management. So, too, the 
Mechanics’ Institute Fair directory at San 
Francisco left no means unemployed to 
withdraw from the State Board of Agri­ 
culture the support the people have lieen 
accustomed to give the State Fair, by con­ 
tribution of exhibits and by attendance. 
Even Oakland was despoiled of its Dis­ 
trict Society Fair, which was carted over 
to San Francisco, and made a weak tender 
to the Institute Fair. In that connec­ 
tion it is worthy of lieing noted that the 
law was violated in one respect. The Act 
of April, 1880, providing for District Ag­ 
ricultural Societies, sets apart Alameda, 
Contra Costa, and San Francisco as Dis­ 
trict No. 1, and provides for the organiza­ 
tion of an Agricultural Society therein, and 
declares it when formed “ a State institu­ 
tion.” Section 17 provides for the hold­ 
ing of annnal fairs by District societies, 
but there is attached this proviso, which 
mu-t lie taken as the hinge upon which 
their existence depends, or at least the 
turning [mint, passing beyond which thev 
incur the liability of disbandment by the 
State and forfeiture of any privileges un­ 
der the law, including the money appro­ 
priated by the State in aid of District fairs: 
They shall provide an animal fair or exhibition 
by the Association of all the industries mid in­ 
dustrial products in the district, at such time 
ami place as they deem advisable : provided, 
that no District Fair shall he held in any oí the 
districts at the same time as the State Fair. 
Yet, in the face of this provision the 
(iolden Gate Fair adjunct to the Me- 
ehanies’ Institute Exhibition, was held 
over on the first three days of the State 
Fair. 
Rut these things are now of the past; 
the efforts to cripple the State Fair have 
actually resulted in giving it still more of 
public support and in insuring its still 
greater success. Whether this verdict will 
he respected by the San Francisco manage­ 
ment of the •‘ Institute," remains to lie 
seen. 
And it matters little. There nmst'iie no 
more attention given to the private syndi­ 
cate engineering that fair. The State 
Board of Agriculture must move inde­ 
pendently of it, assured that nothing that 
all-advised private body can do will in the 
slightest degree injure the State Fair. 
The Board must cease to he annoyed by 
the petty assaults upon it, and pay no sort 
of attention to tlie snarling of those who 
cannot control it. 
it should continue 
to act with an eye single to the best inter­ 
ests of the Society without turning to re­ 
buke petty assailants. 
The expense of the Board ought to, and 
probably will, lead it to place the fair two 
weeks earlier next year. It is the general 
complaint to-day of the country exhibitors 
that the fair came on too late to enable 
them to make the best exhibits. F ruit and 
grape interests demandan earlier date, and 
it will unquestionably be conceded. This 
change will tend to secure more and 1 etter 
exhibit*, and to enable a larger number 
f people to attend, a* the fear of the ap­ 
proach of rain keen* many at home at the 
■ lose of September who would attend the 
last week in August and the lir-t week in 
■September. 
The State Board ought to feel greatlv 
encouraged to project the fair upon a -till 
broader plane, to widen the scheme and 
enlarge the sphere of its action, 
l^ r in­ 
stance, to still further improve the prem­ 
ium list, bv still greater separation of 
California manufactures from the possi­ 
bility of being thrown into competition in 
the fair with imjiorted exhibits; to offer 
stronger inducements to California inven­ 
tors and discoverers, and especially should 
the Board give its attention to the en­ 
largement of the “ county exhibit” branch 
ot the fair. There are fifty-two counties 
in the State; there should be thirty of 
them represented in the fair at least, and 
ail if possible. 
It would lie a supreme 
consummation of success if .the county 
exhibits were “ worked up” until thev 
outgrew the capacity of Horticultural 
Hall, and necessitated an annex on the 
north, similar to that constructed on the 
south of the Pavilion. Means to this end 
have already been suggested—indeed, they 
were made public through these columns 
three years ago, and in a measure were 
acted upon this year—that is, the early 
sending out of tlie Society’s agents to or­ 
ganize local efibrt in each county to secure 
representation at the fair. Ageuts of in­ 
telligence and good address can do this, 
and the money paid them would he well 
expended. 
1 lie State I'air may be said to have now 
parsed the period when any doubts as to 
its future success can he reasonably enter­ 
tained. Its indorsement by the jieoplo, 
their practically unanimous verdict of ap­ 
I no val and satisfaction expressed during 
the [last two weeks, the number in which 
they have attended and the unusually wide 
territory they have represented, the dying 
out of sectional jealousies, all give encour­ 
agement to the Directory of the most sub­ 
stantial and satisfying character.

and to result in severe pains by reason of 
the distended condition of the abdomen. 
Dr. Collins, of the Workhouse Hospital, 
Blackwell’s Island, says it did not arrest 
the disease in the many cases where lie 
tried it. He admits, however, that the 
gaseous injection reached the delicate lung 
tissue, which in consumption cannot be 
done by direct contact. But under encmata 
treatment the gas was soon perceptible in 
the patient’ breath, showing it was taken 
into the circulation. So far, then, as reach­ 
ing the lung tissue is _conccmed, the Ber- 
geonian practice does it, and gives tempo­ 
rary relief. But that it kills bacilli is dis- 
proven by the relapse of the patients and 
the failure to give permanent relief. 
We have then to record another shat­ 
tered hope. But it is just possible that the 
experiments made may lead to further dis­ 
covery and the use of new agents that will 
achieve the result sought. No efibrt of 
medical science to alleviate human suffer­ 
ing ever yet was wholly fruitless. Hope 
that grew out of the I’ergeon theory should 
not be entirely abandoned, though its 
foundations have lieen so radically shaken 
by the experiments of the New York phy­ 
sicians. 
ADVICE TO WRITERS. 


NO CUBE YET. 
Some months ago the Iíecobd-U xion 
gave detailed and hopeful accounts of the 
new treatment of consumption bv gaseous 
enema ta, as discovered by Dr. Bergeon, a 
distinguished European physician. The 
theory i* that by enemata the veinous 
system and lung tissue can be reached, 
and destructive action upon the disease 
germs insured before any effects will be 
noticeable in the arterial -ystcm. I’reat- 
m?nt of steel-Slers’ and polishers’ con­ 
sumption resulted in apparent recovery 
and the siiceo* was such that a hospital 
was established in Philadelphia for treat­ 
ment by the new process of ttfherculoti* or 
phthisis. 


John Joseph Brown, an old editor, in 
the Epoch gives some sound and homely 
advice to writers for the.press. There is 
nothing really new in what Mr. Brown 
-ays, but it is well that good advice, how­ 
ever ancient, be oft repeated. Mr. Brown 
proposes that much trouble lie saved to 
editors, and misery to writers, by the latter 
observing such rules as these: Have some­ 
thing to write about, then think it out 
clearly. Don’t take the average New York 
newspaper editorial as a model; you will 
choose badly if you do Don’t use big 
words; cultivate brevity in sentences. 
Don’t aim to “ do” fine writing; it is to 
literature what rouge is to human beauty. 
Learn to know when you have said enough, 
and don’t return to your “ points.” Fse 
plain, practical, forcible Anglo-Saxon. 
These, in brief, are the rules Mr. Brown 
would have writer* observe, and they are 
supplemented by some useful hints alxnit 
preparation of manuscript to render it ae- 
ceptable to editors and printers. 
There are other esssentials, however, 
which Mr. Brown fails to ln ing forward 
For instance, never write “ if this is not 
acceptable cast it into the waste-basket, and 
it will be all right.” Rely upon it, the re­ 
viewing editor knows that there is insin­ 
cerity behind such gratuitous suggestion. 
He will dispose of your MS. as he pleases, 
and your apparently frank disclaimer of 
merit will not at all prejudice him in your 
favor. Never apologize for what you send, 
nor for the occasion that prompts von to 
send it. It will have no sort of effect upon 
the conscientious reviewer. Above all, 
never say that you have written to enable 
him to “fill up ” his paper, or to occupy 
some “ stray corner.” Remember that a 
prosperous paper is always full, and has no 
stray corners. Never use Latin, or French 
or other ancient or foreign language, ex- 
<’ept the sense absolutely requires it. Don’t 
fall into jerkiness in the endeavor to be 
brief of sentence. Capitalize, and dot your 
i’s and cross your t’s. More errors are re­ 
corded lie cause of the comingling of t’s, i’s, 
l’s, w’s and u’s, and the absence of the dot 
and cross-marks from t’s and i’s, than from 
any other case. 
Cultivate brevity of ex­ 
pression and clearness of style. Say what 
you have to say distinctly. ■ Go at it di­ 
rectly, finish it thoroughly, and then leave 
it, no matter how apparently abrupt. 


H e rr Fai.r, a distinguished scientist 
and seismologist of Vienna, lias projected 
into scientific discussion a theory upon 
which he has based startling predictions. 
He holds that the earth, like all the plan­ 
ets of our solar system, is slowly but surely 
approaching the sun, and will eventually 
be drawn into it. in the meantime the 
moon is approaching the earth at the rate 
of nine feet per century. As a result tides 
and isothermal hells will change* and 
climates he radically modified. The seas

Judge Van Fleet rendered his decision 
yesterday in the case of John T. Gritfitts, 
President of the Fire Department, vs. E. 
H . McKee, City Auditor, in which suit was 
brought to restrain defendant from draw­ 
ing warrants on the city treasury for the 
paym ent of claims against the Fire De­ 
partm ent fund audited at a meeting of a 
m ajority of the Board, but which meeting 
plaintiff claimed was illegally held. As 
will be seen on reading the decision, the 
Court bolds that public policy demands 
that the claims should be paid. 
The ques­ 
tion as to whether Sullivan or O’Meara is 
entitled to tbeoffice of Chief Engineer he 
only refers to, stating that another form of 
action m ust be taken to decide it. After 
the reading of the decision, counsel for 
plaintiff asked to obtain a stay of pro­ 
ceedings for ten days, to prepare lor an ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court. 
Counsel inti­ 
mated 
willingness, however, that 
the 
Auditor shoulrt draw his warrants i'or the 
payment of the members of the depart­ 
ment. 
Following is the full text of the 
decision : 
“ In this action the plaintiff' seeks to en­ 
! join the defendant, as City Auditor of Sac­ 
' ramento city, from drawing his warrants 
on the Treasury of said city in payment of 
certain claims and demands which have 
been certified to defendant as allowed by 
the Board of Fire Commissioners of said 
city for salaries and expense bills of the 
l’aid Fire Department for the month of 
August of the present year. The complaint 
in no m anner attacks the validity of any of 
-aid demands against the city, but alleges 
that the meeting of tTie said Beard of Fire 
Commissioners at which said demands were 
audited and allowed was not a legal meet­ 
ing. for the reason that it was not called by 
proper authority: tlmt it was not held at 
the proper place for holding meetings of 
said Board, and that no legal notice thereof 
was given to the members of said Board. 
1 The answer of the defendant, after nega­ 
tiving the¡¡ allegations of the complaint as 
to the illegality of said meeting, and aver­ 
ring affirmatively that it wiis regularly 
called, noticed and held, sets up the special 
pica that the bills, claims and accounts 
which were audited and allowed at said 
meeting ‘ were ¡all proper and lawful claims 
and accounts against Uie Paid Fire Depart: 
m ent Fund of said city ; and were for de­ 
mands which accrued against said fund 
during ¡he month o f August, 1SS7. That 
of the am ount so allowed as aforesaid the 
sum of $1,525 was for ilie m onthly salaries 
ot the officers and employes of said Paid 
Fire D epartm ent; that the delay in pay­ 
ment of said claims so audited and allowed 
as aforesaid or the withholding of said 
payments will tend to im pair the efficiency 
of said Fire Departm ent in its active duties 
in protecting the property of said city from 
injury by tire.’ 
"A great deal of testimony was taken at 
the trial, much of which was directed to 
the issue made as to the legality of said 
meeting, and particularly upon the ques­ 
tion as to the m anner in which i$ was 
called as to whether any notice was given 
of its holding, and as to the place where 
the same was held. 
It would be fruitless, 
however, in the view I take of the case, 
to dwell upon these features of the evi­ 
dence or recite the facts appearing there­ 
from, further than to state that it clearly 
appears, as alleged in defendant's special 
defense, that the claims and demands, the 
payment of which it is sought to enioin, 
are the regular salaries and expense "bills 
of the Paid Fire Department for the month 
of August, 1887. 
_ “ Defendant contended at the argument 
in substance, that injunction is not the 
proper remedy to test the question sought 
to lie determined in this action; that no 
question being raised as to the justness or 
validity of these demands as against the 
city, and it appearing that they are based 
upon claims for fixed salaries and expenses 
of <le facta officers and employes of the 
Paid Fire Department, that the "regularity 
of their allowance cannot he inquired into 
in this manner, and injunction will not lie 
to restrain their payment; that a Court of 
equity has no jurisdiction in the premises 
to afford relief of any character, but that 
plaintiff' must seek his projier remedy in a 
Court of law. 
“ This point was first made, among sev­ 
eral others, by defendant at the conclusion 
of plaintiff's evidence, on a motion for non­ 
suit. The motion was not argued, but was, 
by suggestion of counsel, denied pro forma 
to be further considered on final argument. 
I suggested to counsel at that time, how­ 
ever, that the proposition struck me with 
considerable force, and that I was inclined 
to think it tenable. Since the argument 
and a thorough examination of the author­ 
ities, I find my first impressions strength­ 
ened into conviction, and have become 
satisfied that plaintiif has mistaken his 
remedy and cannot be afforded relief in 
this form of action. 
“ This same question came before the 
Court of Chancery, of the .State of New 
York, in the case of Tappan vs. Gray (9 
Paige's Ch. Rep. 506). In that case it was 
sought to enjoin the payment of the de­ 
fendant. who claimed the right to hold the 
office of Flour Inspectorof the city of New 
York, and who was at that lim e discharg­ 
ing the duties thereof, of certain fees and 
emoluments of the office, upon the grouud 
that he hail wrongfully intruded him self 
into the office, to which 
the plaintiff 
claimed he was entitled, and it was asked 
that a receiver he appointed to take "barge 
of the office until the litigation was settled. 
But It was held by the Court I Walworth. 
Chancellor) that although it appeared that 
the defendant was wrongfully holding the 
office, that the action would "not lie. That 
defendant, being the tie fart,, incum bent 
of the office, payment to him of the 
emoluments ot the offbe could not be 
enjoined until it had been determined, 
in a proper proceeding for that purpose, 
who was entitled to the office. 
In giving 
his reasons the Chancellor said : 
“ This 
Court certainly ought not to assume the 
jurisdiction to oust an officer in no way 
connected with the administration of ju s­ 
tice here, and over whose appointment it 
has no control, from an office the duties of 
which he is discharging under color of an 
appointment from the Executive of the 
State, until his right to such office has 
been settled in the mode prescribed bv the 
revised statutes for the determination for 
bis claim. That, however, would be the 
necessary effect of an injunction such as is 
prayed for in this case. Such relief, there­ 
fore, could not be granted without depriv­ 
ing the public of the benefit which the 
inspection law contemplates until the ter­ 
mination of this litigation. As it would be 
equally inconsistent with public policy anil 
the rights of those who are interested in 
having die duties of the office properly dis­ 
charged to appoint a receiver of the fees 
and emoluments of office.’ 
“J 'Ids case is sustained in both principle 
and authority. The reasons given are co­ 
gent and are strikingly applicable to the 
facts of this case. 
Here the Court is asked 
to exercise its chancery power through the 
medium of an injunction to restrain the 
payment of the entire pay-roll of the Fire 
Department—an act in itsnaturecalculated 
to greatly impair, if not entirely paralyze, 
this arm of government, and deprive the 
citizens of its verv important protection for 
an indefinite time. 
In view of the vital 
interest involved in the efficient working 
of this branch of the public service, and its 
im portance to the welfare and saf.'tv of 
property, and even human life, it would 
seem that the force and reason of the rnle 
just stated could not be better illustrated. 
“ It is manifested incidentally from tbe 
evidence in this case that this controversy 
is but the shadow of a greater one which is 
going on within the Fire Department ofj 
said city, involving the question as to 
whom of two individuals is entitled to the 
office of Chief Engineer of the department. 
It is hardly necessary to suggest that this is 
not a form of action in w hich that contest 
can he settled directly or indirectly. If it 
be desired to have the title to an office tried, 
tbe parties must seek their remedy by </uo 
warranto, as specifically provided by the 
Code of Civil Procedure". (Sec. 803.) 
“ lu view of tliis conclusion, it becomes 
necessary to .consider tbe other questions 
raised on the argument. 
“ For the reasons I have given, the tempo­ 
rary restraining order heretofore granted 
will be vacated and the action will be dis­ 
missed.

have been aided had he possessed the swift 
and accurate calculating jiowors of a Zerah 
C olburn or a G eorge b idder, and th eir 
am azing ¡lower ..f retaining in th e ir m inds 
alm ost w ithout eflort, 
long arrays—or

Zerah C olburn was asked to say w hat 
num ber m ultiplied tw ice in to itself would 
give th e num ber 26S,33G,125. 
T he idea 
w as to sc. bow far he would get ahead of 
a practiced com puter, who was set to work 
finding th e cube root o f th e num ber 
for 
th a t was w hat C olburn was asked for) bv 
th e usual process. 
B ut before th e prac­ 
ticed com puter had w ritten down th e nutn- 
le r, Colburn gave the numl*er, 645. 
Col­ 
burn was a t this tim e only eight years old, 
and he had not even so m uch instruction 
in arith m etic as m ost boys o f th a t a,ro 
have re-.vived. 
H e knew n o th in g of th e 
rules f,.r extracting roots. 
B ut even if he 
had known how to extract th e cube root 
i f a num ber, his feat could not lie less 
m arvelous. 
Ix t any one who wouid learn 
t* appreciate t'o lb n m ’s calculating power 
try th e following exp* rim e n t: 
Set down 
th e num ber ju st nam ed and obtain th e 
cub. root bv th e ordinary m ethod, m aking 
no h u rry over th e w ork; n ext copy the 
figures th u s obtained, setting them down 
' in th e ir order as obtained) a** fast a s a 
jien or pencil will travel, noting th e tim e 
taken in th is easy ¡.art of the work.

"M y father,” says (4. 1*. Bidder, "w as 
aided, I think, by two thing;— first, a power­ 
ful m em ory o f a peculiar cast, in w hich 
figure- seem to stereotype them selves w ith ­ 
out an effort: and, secondly, by an almost 
inconceivable rapidity of operation.

N ew Y ork, September 2 3 d —The steam­ 
ship Alesia. which arrived 
below last 
night from Marseilles and Naples with GOO 
passengers, has Asiatic cholera aboard. 
Eight of her passengers died on the pas­ 
sage, and on her arrival at quarantine the 
Health Officer found four cases. He has 
sent the Alesia and her passengers to the 
west bank in the lower bay. 
The Alesia leit Marseilles August 30th, 
and Naples September 3d. 
She is con­ 
signed to James X. Elwell & Co. 
On September 12th Luigi Maria, a steer­ 
age passenger, was taken sick, and died on 
the 15th. I’aul Antonio Balldyana. another 
steerage passenger, aged 5.S, w as taken sick 
and died on the same date (the V>th.) Jean 
Lenivaiin, a sailor, aged 40, died the fol­ 
lowing day. in less than twenty-four hours 
from’ the time he was taken with the dis­ 
ease. On the I'tli Jean Sorama, a sailor, 
aged 30, was taken sick. He died on the 
lífth. Serafín Oelis, aged 21, a steerage 
passenger, died on the 28tli. A nna Yeltri. 
a steerage passenger, aged *-7, died on the 
21st. Francks* Matteo, aged 41, was taken 
sick before coming aboard and died on the 
22d, probablv of bronchitis. Maria An­ 
tonio Scala Yeno, aged‘ 0, was also ailing 
at the time of coming aboard, and died on 
the 22d, though w ithout any symptoms of 
cholera. AH were buried at sea. 
The Alesia is now in Lower Bay. The 
sick passengers will be transferred to the 
Swineburn Island Hospital, and all the re­ 
m aining passengert will be transferred to 
Hoffman Island for observation. 
T heship will remain in Lower Bay until 
she lias been thoroughly fumigated and 
cleansed. 
THE OOVKJSNMENT NOTIFIED. 


W a sh in g t o n, September 23d.—Surgeon- 
General Hamilton, of the Marine Hospital 
Service, has received a dispatch from New 
York confirming the press report of the ar­ 
rival there of the steamship Alesia with 
cholera on board. The telegram merely 
announced the facts in the case, as pub­ 
lished, without making any request for 
Government cssistance, and it is thought 
the •Quarantine authorities of New York 
feel confident of their ability to stamp out 
the disease without asking the help of the 
United States Health Officers. 
Dr. Stoner, 
of the Marine Hospital Service, says no au­ 
thority invested in that Bureau to interfere 
in State quarantine affairs, unless a request 
cotues from the Health officers of the State 
for assistance. New York, he savs, has a 
very large and efficient Quarantine Board, 
fully able, in his opinion, to grapple suc­ 
cessfully with the exigencies of the occa* 
sion. 
NO T'AU-E FOB FEAR. 
N f.w Ycbk, September 24th—a. si.—Pres­ 
ident Bayles, of the Health Board, is not 
at all alarmed over the outbreak of cholera 
on the Alesia. It is too late in the season, 
he says, to worry. The Departm ent is in 
good shape to deal with the disease.

His sole purpose in visiting Europe was to 
consider the feasibility of introducing the 
culture of the sugar-beet, on a large scale, 
upon European methods, into the United 
States. During his stay abroad he visited

of 
Germany 
where 
the 
sugar-beet is so extensively cultivated, 
and also studied the problem in France. 
H e watched the process from the tim e the 
beets were planted, giving particular atten­ 
tion to the distribution of seeding the 
ground, to learn w hat bad been taught by 
long experience concerning the best way 
of proceeding front the very beginning. 
H e also .spent much lime examining the 
machinery in use ior the manufacture of 
the sugar. 
• “ Now” ’ said Spreckels, enthusiastically. 
“ 1 see no reason why our American fa n n ­ 
ers should not alio be capitalists and b an k ­ 
ers, if they will devote themselves to rais­ 
ing sugar-beets and m aking raw sugar 
strictly in accordance with the plan suc­ 
cessfully pursued for so many years in 
Germany. This applies-not only to Califor- 
niu. but to many parts of the United States. 
I do not see any reason, having now 
studied the question carefully, why results 
as satisfactory as those reached in Europe 
should nut attend the culture of the be±:| n 
this country, and 1 ant not apt to come to 
hasty conclusions. My judgm ent has been 
correct before in the m atter of sugar-rais­ 
ing, and I rely on it now. Not only ought 
the experiment to be successful for the 
time, but perm anently.

T h e T e r r ib le H u r r ic a n e a n d F lo o d » 
R ro\v n » v illc an d M u ta m o ra s. 
B r o w n sv il l e (Tex.), September 23d.— 
The telegraph several d a y - ago gave notice 
of a hurricane in the southwest of Havana 
an d moving this w a y , and for two or three 
day3 the weather indications showed the 
approach of the storm, and though the 
barometer an d tlie tide in the gulf equally 
gave warning of coming bad weather, this 
storm gave no notice of its immediate ap­ 
proach. 
At 9 o'clock Tuesday evening the 
norther that liad been blowing for several 
d a y s increased in fierceness, with heavy 
gusts of rain. 
In a short time the hurricane was on tlie 
town in full force, the wind reaching in the 
liight of tlie storm a velocity of seventy- 
eight miles an hour. Ail night long it con­ 
tinued howling, being mingled now and 
then with the crash of falling houses, the 
rending sound of fulling trees, rattling of 
fences as they went over, or shouts of those 
deserting their tumbling residences or im­ 
ploring aid. 
Morning finally dawned upon a scene of 
desolation— water-filled streets, through 
which the roaring north wind drove the 
rain like great volleys of small sh o t; the 
fallen trees, ruins of houses, and prostrate 
fences, ail half-submerged in water, render­ 
ing passage difficult and attiines dangerous. 
At 2:30 r. m. the wind lulled, and there was 
almost a dead calm. Tlie wind arose at in­ 
tervals, but not so severe, until this morn­ 
ing. when it ceased. 
The duration of the storm may be said 
to have been thirty-live hours. The rain­ 
fall was very heavy—10.40 inches. The 
damage in the country, outside the two 
cities, is incalculable. Countless head ot 
cattle and sheep have been lo3t, and crops 
of cotton, corn and sugar-cane are com­ 
pletely prostrated and destroyed- 
One rancher on a small place calculates 
his loss in cotton alone at $20,000, and 
many others are equally heavy losers. The 
total losses will be far beyond a million 
dollars. In Brownsville the chief sufferers 
were among the poor. Between sfltty and 
eighty “ jackals,” or the cheaper class cff 
dwellings have been blown down, and fully 
300 partially unroofed and rendered unhab­ 
itable. The telegraph from 1‘oint Isabel is 
down, and it is not known how things are 
there. There is great suffering among the 
jioor, many of whom are without resources. 
IN MATAMORAS 
The narrow streets during the storm were 
seas of water from ankie to nearly hip- 
deep. Even in the more central parts of 
town the streets are all incumbered with 
debris. In the city about a dozen houses 
of the better class, and fully 150 or 200 
‘ jackals” were prostrated, while irom 400 
to 500 were unroofed or shattered. The 
public buildings and stores, and the better 
class of dwellings leaked like sieves, and 
are all afioat.

HOOKING A TROUT. 


E ver* W o m a n S h o u ld 1’r a ctlv e W a lk in g 
There is no reason why tlie average 
woman should not add tenfold to her en­ 
joym ent of life and out-of-door living hy 
eultivating tlie noble art of walking. 
A 
delicate woman, properly dress.»!, and who 
know.- how to walk, can walk twenty-five 
miles of a summer afternoon without in­ 
jury when an equivalent amount of other 
exercise might produce serious injury. 
W alking is the natural and normal exer­ 
cise, and hurts no woman who sets rightly 
aliout it. 
A woman who is unaccustomed 
to vigorous walking, in order to become a 
good pedo-trian, should look first to her 
shoes. 
These should be broad across the 
forward part of the foot, offering pot the 
least obstruction to tlie free movement of 
the toes. T he heels should be low and 
broad, and the shoe should fit rather snugly 
about tlie heel and instep. 
The full dress 
equipment should weigh upon honest scales 
not more than two and a half or three 
pounds, and should hang from the shoul­ 
ders without any baud, pinned or buttoned 
or laced about tlie waist. 
No woman can 
walk in a corset. The walker must be 
comfortable enough to lie unconscious of 
her attire. 
A hat that shades the eyes is 
in order. 
So prepared, try any distance 
that does not prove fatiguing as an initial 
experiment. 
It will probably be from a 
mile and’ a bull' to two miles, and must be 
walked at a brisk pace, three miles and a 
half an hour being a good limit. 
W hen 
this can be done without backache or foot 
weariness, and a well woman ought to have 
no difficulty at heir first trial, increase the 
distance during the leisure days of the 
summer vacation daily, maintaining the 
same gait, and fifteen miles a day for a 
week or fortnight in succession, twenty- 
live miles on any occasion that demands it, 
will be found within any ordinary capacity

An eloquent disciple of old Izaak W al­ 
ton thus desenlies in the American Angler 
a big trout's fight for life : 
A fter fifteen minutes’ wading I llüiril 
tlie roar of a cataract—an unusually good­ 
sized one, 1 judged, by the roar of the wa­ 
ters. 
Presently I came in sight of it. 
it- 
was a magnificent fall of full twenty feet, 
the waters leaping down a sheer face of 
rock and plunging into a basin ten or 
twelve feet in width. 
There was a dense 
growth of spruce about the pool, and hem­ 
lock and spruce, with stunted undergrowth, 
hung over the edgeof the precipitous rock. 
It was a romantic spot, dark,overshadowed 
and cool. 
As I approached the basin cau­ 
tiously and prepared to make a cast, I said 
to mvself, “ There i-- the very hole for a 
monster trout.” 
W ith extrem e care 1 
made ray preparation, selecting the exact 
spot where I would cast, and got every­ 
thing in readiness in ease there should be 
a rise. 
There was a rise ! 
1 have never seen a 
lure taken by a lu’ook trout so magnifi­ 
cently. 
The fly liad not even as yet 
touc hed the dark surface of the pond when 
there was a flash like a gleam of light, and 
a superb trout broke the surface, making 
that indescribably graceful arch which 
every angler can so vividly picture’to him ­ 
self, and seized the fly as it settled on the 
water. 
1 was struck almost instantaneously 
w ith the appearance of the trout, and none 
too quick, so rapid was the rise. 
Then ensued a battle in the forest—a 
struggle fitly framed in by the ilark spruce 
and the somber hemlocks. The trout made 
a rush tor the depths of the pool, and I 
prudently let him have all the line I had 
to spare. The reel buzzed quite sharply 
fora monugit, then there came a little slack, 
which I took in immediately. 
For the 
next half minute there was ail cxncciant 
and significant pause on the part of both 
the trout and myself. 
B ut not for long. 
I took a step forward, and there was a rush 
ini through the crystal basin that I fairly 
heard above the roar of tlie waterfall. 
C utting the surface obliquely, the trout 
leaped full two feet from tlie water. 
If 
there had been sunlight in that dark nook 
how his sities would have flashed! 
Vs it 
was: I could see the red mottling and tlie 
silver gleam of the limit r.calcs. The slack­ 
ened tackle hung around him like a lot of 
twisted wire. 
In tnid-air the trout shook 
him self; then lie came down slap oil the 
water, and 1 thought surely my prize was 
gone. I expected nothing less than to find 
th at he had shaken the hook from his jaws. 
But no! 
Rapidly reeling in the silk I 
found the hook still held fast. 1 had struck 
hard, and tlie barbed tip was well seated. 
Then tlie trout made the pool boil. How 
lie flashed around it, and how the line cut 
the water like a swift-traveling knile. 
I 
kept a taut line, for 1 knew that such 
tactics as these would prove more destruct­ 
ive to the strength of the fish than to my 
tackle. 
The trout seem to realize this, too, 
after a time, for he ceased his furious and 
purposeless struggles and began to sulk. 
This I knew was the critical time—or 
rather the eve of the critical tim e—and I 
made ready for the quick maneuver that 
was sure to follow. It came with a sudden­ 
ness that almost spoiled my calculations. 
Instead of shooting perpendicularly to the 
surface, as I expected, the trout darted 
straight at me, keeping at a considerable 
depth. 
I had but little line out, and the 
tip of my rod bent like the letter C. 
All 
this transpired in about half a second of 
time, and if 1 had not had presence of 
mind enough t<> lower the point of the rod 
I doubt if even Chubb’s laneewood would 
have stood the strain. 
A t the lowering of 
the tip, however, and the paying out of 
more line the trout changed his tactics. 
Nov. it was t hat he darted to the surface 
with the speed of a rocket, and, flinging 
himself with all his strength from the 
water, made a last grand efibrt to shake 
the hook from his jaws. 
It it had not 
been deeply imbedded in tlie gristle it cer­ 
tainly would not have held, fbr a lietter 
executed maneuver J never saw on the 
part of any game fish. 
But when I quickly 
reeled in iny slack and found that tlie hook 
was still held fast I knew that the trout 
was miñe. 
It was only a question of time. 
My heart gave a great bound of exultation 
at this discovery, for it I ever ardently 
desired to possess a trout it was the mon­ 
arch of that jiool. 
My victim now became reckless and 
lashed the water violently, anqn darting 
around the basin, 
and 
using 
up Ids 
strength in tlie n.• - t reckless manner. 
Pretty soon be became so exhausted that 
lie lay .-till near the center of the jiool, 
and as the water cain. d I could see the 
magnificent fellow outlined against 
the 
gravelly bottom. 
I]i looked fully a foot 
long—and this is a moderate statement for 
a fisherman t o make. 
Tito»1 was when I 
should have «aid two feet and a half at 
least. 
But I was less experienced then 
and also less veracious. 
G radually I coaxed the tired trout to­ 
ward the edge of the basin. 
H e made no 
fight, simply hung back 
and i.addled 
feebly with his fins. 
Kneeling down at 
the edge of the water, with rod held high 
alxive my head and as far back as I could 
reach, 1 «lowly dipped my landing net, 
nnd before mv victim knew it tli£ meshes

T lie P r e tty T y p e-W riter. 
The amazing growth of New York, the 
invention of the type-writer, and the nat­ 
ural intelligence of the American girl", 
have developed in this city a class of 
young women who have no exact counter­ 
part in other places. 
She lias profited by 
her public school education. 
She dresses 
simply and in good taste, and in such ma­ 
terial as her slender purse will allow. She 
does not put on any airs or pretend to be 
what she is not. 
She is pure and virtuous 
as a rule, and in no way approaches the 
student’s sweetheart or grisette of Paris of 
thirty-five years ago, who is now practi­ 
cally extinct. 
Her father is often a poor 
clerk or an employe in a subordinate posi­ 
tion with some resjiectable concern, or in 
an occupation even lower in the social 
scale. 
The girl may begin to earn money 
as a cash-girl at $2 50 a week in some dry 
goods store; then as she grows up she will 
be promoted and become an assistant in 
the same establishment, with a salarv of 
$5 to $ti.

N either does she care for the dry 
goods clerk, even if lie is handsome, for lie 
is generally as poor as herself and n o tas 
intellectual or intelligent. 
She flies for 
higher game, and generally succeeds in 
bringing it down. 
In the office in which 
she may lie employed, say a lawyer’s or an 
insurance company, there are generally

W hen the model cheap house shall be 
finally evolved it is probable th at paper 
will enter largely into its construction. 
We already use 
the material for out­ 
side weathering and for insulation within. 
It has became standard wall decoration in 
the house. 
It often keej*- out the cold of 
w inter and the heat of summer. 
In floors 
it cuts off the passage of sound, and no 
material better serves for iee-rpom walls. 
lf the fastest passenger trains thunder 
across the continent on paper wheels, ex­ 
posed to storms, winds and changes of 
temjH-rature, why may not the same ma­ 
terial easily lend itself to use in the con­ 
st ruction of our houses? 
W hile already 
used for siding, it seems not to have been 
thought of for shingles, floorings, archi­ 
traves and many kinds of constructive 
ornaments. It will stand the climate even 
under the severest tests, and will scarcely j 
need painting more than pine, and it can ¡ 
lie decorated to the designer’s fancy. 
It j 
can be molded, stamped, cut, nailed and | 
handled more easily than any m aterial we 
now have. 
As in exterior use, so w ithin; each part 
may be paper; and sometimes the wall aad 
ceiling, plain or ornamental, in relief, the 
bases, the architraves, the mantels, even 
the doors themselves, will be made of 
paper. Recent accounts have liecn received 
of the French use of paper as complete 
doors and complete piano cases. 
The 
material for this purpose is very highly 
spoken of. 
Remember that paper, like 
wood, may he treated with paints for orna­ 
ment or preservation. 
.Economically considered, tlie free use of 
paper for lining walls and the double 
thickness of glass in windows will in a verv 
short time pay large dividends in the sav­ 
ing of fuel. 
One architect claims for an 
eight-inch wall, properly lined with paper, 
a greater resistance to tlie cold of winter 
and the heat of summer than is usually 
obtained from a wall built sixteen inches 
in the old method. 
Another speaker, in propliesving the 
future development of such materials as 
paper, remarks that we class a great va­ 
riety of substances under the general name 
of paper, but his main idea is a flexible 
sheet made of vegetable or other fiber, 
which has been reduced to a pulp and then 
spead out and pressed and dried. 
Its most 
obvious qualities a re : 
1. Continuity-of surface. It can be made 
in rolls of almost any width and length. It 
is flexible, or by gluing several layers to­ 
gether may be made stiff'. 
It will stop the 
passage of air liecause there are no joints. 
2. It lias no grain like wood, and will not 
s. flit. 
3. It is not affected by change of tem ­ 
perature, and lienee has an advantage over 
sheet metal as roofing material. 
4. W hereas in its natural condition it is 
affected by moisture, it may be rendered 
water-proof bv saturating with asphalt or 
by a variety of other treatments. 
5. It is non-resonant, and well fitted to 
prevent the passage of sound. 
l>. It is a non conductor of heat. 
7. It can be made of incombustible ma­ 
terial like asbestus, or rendered tire-resist­ 
ing by chemical treatment. 
We can therefore produce large sheets 
either flexible or stiff'that will not conduct 
s iund, beat or cold, and that will prevent 
the passage of air, moisture and fire. 
l'aper pulp is now made of such a 
variety of substances, each with its special 
qualities, that it is reasonable to suppose 
th at we have not yet reached bv unv 
means the limits of its usefulness as a 
building material. 
By combining paper pulp with other 
substances and solidifying tin- mass bv 
pressure we may produce a m aterial th at 
will replace wood for many purposes, and 
the ease with which it may lie ma<(p into 
sheets of any width and thickness that 
will imt warp or shrink from heat or cold 
or dampness indicates the superiority of 
this material. 
The commercial success of the paper 
cottage will depend upon the diseoverv of 
some very cheap m aterial for the pulp, 
and also a cheap process for compacting 
the same and rendering it waterproof. 
It 
would seem that there was wood enough 
in the country to make cheap pulp, but no 
compound ha> yet been placed upon the 
market that will fully meet the above con­ 
ditions. 
It is in the line of American in­ 
genuity and inventive skill, and will no 
doubt soon reach a practical stage. 
Paper may be used for tlie ileadeniti. [of 
floors. The curling up of matched flooring 
when applied to wet mortar has its disad­ 
vantages, and when buildings must be liu- 
ished in a hurry the passage of sound mav 
lie stopped by paper, perhaps combined 
with mineral wool, without introducing 
moisture into a building already too damp. 
Architects, in the attem pt to stop the pas­ 
sage of sound through floors and partitions, 
try mortar and plaster, sand, ashes, and 
concrete between joints and on the top 
of them, paper and felt, mineral wool, air 
spaces, etc.; but who can tell how to stop 
the most sound for the least money? 
Another architect suggest? th at some­ 
thing may be built in the following man­ 
ner: 
The frames of the house to be of 
wood, the siding to be of building paper 
laid to break joints and weather, the lower 
edges to he cut into scollops, waving lines 
or other shapes to suit. 
Around the open­ 
ings the paper to fasten ‘into rabbets and 
the joints to be made tight. 
The roof is 
to be made much the same way, leaving
